MINNEAPOL) ‘uly 2.--Lawrence Riley, 
a regular, who escaped from Fort Snelling 
while serving a term for-attempted deser- 
tion, has been found through the love of a 
dog for its master. 

Sergt.. Edward Flynn of eCompany G, 
Twenty-first infantry, found Riley's hid- 
ing place by following the soldier's dog, 
Jack. 

Riley, who -nearly succeeded in escaping 
two weeks when his companion, Tony G. 
Winsch, was shot by Sentry Kennedy, had 
been put at work in the gymnasium at the 
fort. Private McClure of Company -A was 
told to watch him while he worked. Mc- 
Clure rent him to the basement for some 
garden hose, but failed to accompany him 
there. Riley did not return and an- in- 
vestigation showed that he had escaped 
by crawling out through a small window. 

The alarm was sounded at once and the 
entire garrison turned out to recapture the 
man, who is regarded as dangerous. Riley 
selected an opportune time for making his 
escape as no one knew what direction he 
had taken. 

The searching parties were divided up 
and they took up the hunt in great earnest. 
Sergt. Flynn did not go with other search- 
ers, however. He went to the guardhouse 
and released the tiny dog which had been 
Riley's constant companion and friend since 
he has been at the fort. Flynn then fol- 
lowed the dog. 

The trail toook him to the old target 
range, and there, at about 6:30, he encount- 
ered the escaped deserter. Although Flynn 
had forgotten his gun and was armed only 
with a club, Riley offered no resistance 
and went back peaceably to the fort much 
to the delight of Jack, who frolicked along 
beside his gloomy master and his grim 
companion.

TO EVADE THE LAW 


Tall Swearing for Detained Men by 
Fellow-Countrymen—Easy Plan * 
for the Trip Home. 


WASHINGTON, July 2.—Commissioner- 
General of Immigration Frank P. Sargent 
guys that in the evasion of the exclusion 
law the Chinamen is resourceful and witty.

NOTEWORTHY 


'Increase of Only $71,000 Shown by 
Statement, Though Some Ex- 
pected $6,000,000.

NEW YORK, July 2.—The Evening Post, 
in ite Wall street review today, says: 

“All important markets in this country 
were closed for an extra holiday today, as 
well as all commercial exchanges at New 
York and outside points.

“The increase in loans was also pretty 
much what the market expects at this 
period of the year. Along with the loss in 
cash, it caused the $2,300,000 fall in sur- 
plus reserves, which is close to the usual 
July-week figure. 

‘The bank of Germany's interesting re-

Mr. Wells has been making a study of 
the various pigments, oils, colorings, etc., 
used in the manufacture of paint, and it has 
resulted in the discovery that cotton-seed 
oi} may be used with success as a substi- 
tute for linseed oil. 

Some of the experiments have been suc- 
cessful to a periect degree, while others

seed oi] gives a gioss and luster equai 


jas good as that obtained by the use of lin- 


seed oil, and the former appears to be 
much more durable, but the greatest diffi- 
culty encountered is the fact that the paint 
mixed with cotton-seed oil is very slow to 
dry. He believes, however, that this can 
be remedied by the use of certain chem- 
icals, which wiil quicken the drying pro- 


cess. 
Mr. Wells has been conducting his experi- 
tnents at odd times for the past ten years, 
patiently striving to secure perfect success 
in the use of cotton oil. and he has 
reached a stage in his experiments where 
he ta confident that the mixture he forms 
will be of practical value. His formula 
has been sent to the patent office at Wash- 
ington and will be protected. If the dura- 
bility of the tests are demonstrated it will 
means that the millions of do.lars now 
spent In the country for linseed o/) will be

More Favorable, but Price 
Changes Are Small.

No definite news of any importance has 
developed in the last week to cause any 
decided change in sentiment regarding the 
future course of the securities market, al- 
though general conditions, and especially 
those directly bearing on the local situa- 
tion, still show many reasons to expect a 
permanent improvement in the near fu- 
ture, and brokers are still very optimistic 
of the final outcome. 

The most favorable feature of the sit- 
uation as has been the case for the last 
few weeks is the continuing seasonable 
weather, true in some localities to much 
moisture, has been noted for the grow- 
ing crops, but as yet no serious complaints 
on this score bave been received from the 
territory contingent to this city. 

Reports from the railroads entering St. 
Louls still show large increases in pas-

JACKSON, Tenn., July 2—State Auditor 
T. M. Henry has prepared a recapitulation 
of the financial statements of the state 
banks doing busfness in Mississippi. The 
Statement is of considerable interest, es- 
pecially in business and commercial circles, 
as it shows that the money hoarded in 
banks in the shape of individual deposits 
subject to check has decreased over $7,000,-

The number of banks included in the 
new statement is 183, as compared with 349 
reporting on the 3lst of December last, an 
increase of 34.

LUNDON, July 2.—Mrs. Florence Eliza- 
beth Maybrick will be released on July 20, 
1 years after the opening of her tria! at 
Liverpoo!, England, on the corresponding 
day of 1589. 

Interest in the Maybrick case will thus

be revived in a sensational manner. It not 
only is expected to show her absolutely in- 
jnocent of the crime for which she suffered, 
j but will show conctusively that her hus- 
|band died a natural death. 

A determined effort will be made, in the 
fassurance of ultimate success, to demon- 
istrate to the whole world that an Innocent 
woman has for 15 years been confined in 
Eng:ish prisons under the stigma of kill- 
ing the father of her chi'dren. Mrs. May- 
brick has two children, a son and daugn- 
ter. She hag not seen them for 15 years, 
or their photographs for 12 years. They 
are now grown up, and it is yet hoped to 
bring mother and children together in mu- 
tual love and respect. 

It will not be considered enough on tine 
part of Mrs. Maybrick's friends to show 
that she has been unjustly imprisoned by 
reison of the admitted doubt as to her 
guilt, though this Is a point regagging 
which the whole bar of England is ufani- 
mous. Much mere will be attempted. 

The great project is to establish Mrs. 
Maybrick's innocence. Having accom- 
pi.shed this, King Edward will be ap- 
proached by the medium of a great peti- 
tion to grant Mrs. Maybrick a free par- 
don, which shall serve to her as a@ pass- 
port to the society of honest and upright 
people. 

Along with this pardon reparation will 
be asked in the form of a sum of money. 
There are precedents for this course, and It 
will be shown that innocent convicts have 
been recompensed by the British authosities 
at the £1000 for each year of their 
unfust imprisonment. 

An abundance of evidence has been col- 
lected which cannot fall to convince Mrs. 
Maybrick’s countrymen and her adopted 
fellow-citizens in England, for Mrs. May- 
brick is an American by birth and parent- 
age, tha® she nelther compassed her hus- 
band's death nor in any way whatever at- 
tempted to kill him. In fact, revelations of 
ma most astounding character exposing the 
hollowness of the ec“re case for the prose- 
cution will be laid barby the new light to 
be cast upon the celebra.e®o Maybrick case.

Maybrick did not die of arsenical poisoning 
At all, as was indeed hinted at the time

A punch to the body is far more 
effective than one to the jaw, which 
does not land on the peint. A man 

_who is hit on the jaw may be dazed 
for the moment, but will come back 
at you strong, whereas if you land 
on his body the effect of the blow 
will be with him -for a much longer 
period than the head blow and tends . 
to weaken him durtng the rest of the 
battle. No man can stand body pun- 
ishment and come back at you 
strong. Continual punching to the 
body takes away his steam and 
makes his blow merely a tap. He fs 
a baby. in your hands without the. 
strength to get away and without a 
punch. In my last three fights I 
played for my opponent's body en- 
tirely, and after three or four rounds 
of punching they went down unable 
to arise. 

I'm not saying that the punch to 
the jaw is not a good- blow. It Is, 
but you have a much harder time 
landing on a man’s head than you 
have on his body. A man might 
waste five or six rounds without 
ever landing squarely, and then he is 
leaving himself open all the time to 
the other man. Again you are éak- 
Ing great chances with your hands 
in punching for the head. Just see 
how many hands have been broken 
by landing.on the other fellow’s 
head. At the body there is hardly a 
chance, and you are bound to hurt 
whenever you come within three 
inches of your mark. 

I'll bet that nine out of every ten 
fighters would rather enter the ring 
with a pad for the body than one for 
the jaw. It is a weaker spot, and 
when you hurt him once he doesn’ t 
get over it.

SOMETHING FATHERS OVERLOOKED. 


They Expected the Electoral College to 
Choose for Itself. 


BY FRANK |. COBB. 


The Republican national convention which was held at 
“hicago recently was ‘“‘bossed’’- by President Roosevelt, 
nuch to the disgust of many Senators and Representatives 
who were ambitious to ‘boss’ the convention themselves. 
Judging from much of the criticism of the President which: 
these disgruntled politicians inspired 4 foreigner would* 
paturally have assumed that it was one of the constitutional 
prerogatives of Congressmen to control the national conven- 
tions of their party. 

Curiously enough, the national convention, which is the 
most recent of our politica] institutions, was created for the 
single. purpose of preventing Senators and Representatives 
from dictating the nominations for President and Vice- 
President. 4 

During the first quarter of the nineteenth century nomina- 
tions for President and Vice-President were dictated by the 
members of Congress. No other political machine before 
or since was ever so powerful and dictatorial as the Con- 
gressional caucus, which was called into being by Alexander 
Hamilton, who escaped being a “boss” by the sheer good 
luck of living in a day when ‘‘bosses’’ were called leaders. 

The framers of the constitution made no provision for the 


nomination of candidates for Président and Vice-President. |

Indeed, they were scrupulously careful to 
offices from the arena of nominations by providing that the 
President and Vice-President were to be chosen by an elec- 
toral college. No nominations would be necessary: Each 
state would select its wisest public counselors who had 
succeeded in keeping out of Congress, and this body of rep- 
resentatives, without prejudice or passion or partisanship, 
would choose a President and a Vice-President. Their the- 
ory maraged to exist for twelve years. — 

Washington was s0 obviously the unanimous choice of the 
American people that there was no opposition to his elec- 
tion. When he refused a third term and announced his 
fater:tion of retiring to Mount Vernon the Federalists were 
in the majority, thanks to the prestige his two administra- 
tions had given them. It was in the natural order of things 
that John Adams, who had been Vice-President under Wash- 
ington, should be elected President by the Federaiist elec- 
tors, despite the opposition of Hamilton and many other 
party leaders. But in 1800 Hamilton set his wits to work 
to devise a scheme by which Adams could be defeated and 
Jefferson at the same time be kept out of the White House. 

For a long time the Federalist members of Congress had 
teen holding caucuses to discuss pending legislation and to 
unite upon a policy. Hamilton saw in this caucus a club to 
defeat Adams and avoid what he regarded as the calamity 
of Jefferson. His scheme was to induce the Federalist elec- 
tors to divide their votes equally between Adams and Pinck- 
ney, in the Hope that Pinckney would receive a vote or so 
more than his colleague and thus defeat Adams. At that 
time the candidate receiving the greatest number of votes 
in the college, providing it was a majority, was declared 
President, and the one receiving the next highest number 
was declared Vice-President. The Federalist caucus indorsed 
Hiamilton’s plan, but the Federalist party wag discredited 
by its alien and sedition law. and the anti-Federalists elected 
a majority of the presidential electors. So Hamilton’s plans 
went agley. 

Although the anti-Federalists vehemently denounced the 
Congressional nomination of presidential candidates as an 
outrage upon the spirit of the Constitution, they were quick 
to perceive the political advantages of the new machine 
that Hamilton had created. From 1800 to 182% the Congres- 
sienal caucus nominated the candidates for President and 
the electoral college ratified the action of the caucus. The 
Constitution had carefully separated the legislative and 
executive departments of the government, but the Congress- 
men succeeded in breaking down the barrier by choosing 
the President themselves. 

In this scheme of things the state politiclans were elim- 
inated. They had about as much influence in national poll- 
tics as an anti-Addicks delegate from Delaware now has in 
a Republican national convention. That is, they were al- 
lowed to be enthusiastic spectators if they cared to play 
the role. Soon they began to make vehement protests 
against Congressional usurpation of the nominating power. 
In the meantime a bitter contest was in progress in many 
of the states against the legislative caucus, which nomi- 
nated the candidates for state office in the same manner 
that the Congressmen nominated the candidates for Presi- 
dent and Vice-President. One by one the legislatures abdi- 
cated their nominating powers. The legislative caucus gave 
way to the mixed caucus composed of members of the leg- 
is'ature and delegates from the legislative districts in which 
the party was not represented in the legislature. Finally 
the legislatures surrendered, and a representative conven- 
tion composed exclusively of delegates took over the business 
of nominating the candidates for state office.

Nevertheless the convention trampled over him and Cleve- 
land carried New York by 45,518.

What 
have they gained by our war in South Africa, except having 
to pay more for some of their necessaries and the knowledge 
that it has paved the way for the istroduction of Chinese 
chattels to work in the Transvaal mines for the benefit of 
cosmopolitan millionaires? " 

A tribe of savages is always cultivating a military spirit. 
Its sole occupation is war, and the arts of peace are de- 
spised as contemptible to men of spirit. Among civilized

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JUDGE PARKER’S TRUST VIEWS. 


There is a plain note of-despair in the attempt of Mr. 
Bryan to injure Judge Parker by misrepresentation. He 
has declared that nothing is known of Judge Parker's atti- 
tude toward the trust question. Now what is the fact? 
In 1896 Judge Parker, sitting as a, trial justice of the 
Supreme Court of New York, decided that it was imma- 
terial whether a combination in restraint of trade was 
reasonable or unreasonable. The existence of the power 
to restrain trade was forbidden. 

There is a decision sweeping and definite. The judge 
was not bound by any statute. He was not expressing a 
casual opinion or making a political speech, but was de- 
claring public policy,.and his utterance stands today as 
the settled law of the great state of New York. 

When Judge Parker decided that, as a matter of com- 
mon law, a combination in restraint of trade was void he 
was not a candidate for any office nor was his name being 
disevssed publicly in any way. He was not making a de- 
cision in concert with other judges, but, sitting alone in a 
trial court, was free to express his own conception of sound 
public policy. 

Again, as chief judge of the Court of Appeals—a tri- 
bunal from which there was no appeal—he twice settled 
the sanie point in the same way and, quoting Judge Vann’s 
words, he said of a contract tending to create a monopoly 
in trade, that it was not the possible capacity of the par- 
ties for self-restraint but it was the scope of the contract 
which furnishes the test of its validity. 

And in the Envelope. Trust case he again denounced a 
combination in restraint of trade, quoting in support of 
his position Justice Landon’s words: “Such a contract 
threatens a monopoly whereby trade in a useful article may 
be restrained and its price unreasonably enhanced, and it 
matters not thaf the parties to it have so moderately ad- 
vanced prices that the sum exacted for the product seems 
to some persons reasonable ”

The debate lasted for three days, and when it was 
finished the caucus had received its death-blow. Crawford's 
nomination was without force. The college of electors was 
divided and the election of a President was thrown into the 
Fiouse of Representatives, which chose John Quincy Adams. 
Hamiiton's machine for nominating candidates for President 
was smashed and the politiciang set about constructing a 
new machine. 

The national nominating convention, fashioned after the 
state nominating convention, came as a matter of course. 
although slowly. The first national convention was that of 
Clay was nominated for President and John Sergeant for 
Vice-President.

Three years ago a young Englishman 26 
years of age, calling himself ‘‘Datas,”’ cre- 
ated a sensation in a London music hall by 
answering instantly and correctly all ques- 
tions in reference to the dates of historical 
events, both B. C. and A. D., and in @on- 
nection with the careers of historical per- 
sonages. 

The memory this man displayed, com- 
bined with the fact that he had been a 
stokéer in the London gas works till a week 
before, and had never received any in- 
struction in even the rudimentary three 
R's made him a remarkable personality. 
‘Datas” was soon ‘“‘quizzed’) by the high- 
st educational authorities in England, 
rho indorsed him, 'and the librarian of the 
ritish museum soon pronounced him ‘‘The 
fuman Encyclopedia.”

“Datas’ came to fill his erican en- 
gagement two weeks ago and an a six- 
weeks’ stay at the New York Theater roof 
garden last Monday evening, answering 
questions as to dates, shot at him as from 
a rapid-fire gun, instantly and correctly, 
except In one instance—‘““When did Commo- 
dore Perry enter the American navy?’’—in 
which he failed, but he could tell the date 
of the battle of Lake Erie and knew that 
Perry was in command. 

Afier the performance, explaining his 
failure, “Dataa” said he would wager that 
Wommodore Perry’s birth, entrance into the 
United States navy and death could not be 
found recorded in the standard work of the 
world’s histories, Haydn's Dictionary of 
Dates.

AT FAIR GROUNDS 


[The Independence Handicap and the 
Junior Championship Are on 
This Week. 
are down for 


TO important stakes 
decision at the Fair Grounds this 


week. The Independence handicap to 
be run Monday, July. 4 has an interesting 
history. George Bennett won the Indepen- 
dence twice since its inception in 1897, first 
with Seabrooke and later on with Laureate, 
Tom Nepper, now superintendent of the 
Union racetrack, was training for Bennett 
when he won the stake with Seabrooke and 
gave the old cripple a splendid preparation 
for the event. Dick Stickney was in charges 
of the Bennett stable when Laureate car- 
ried the popular green and white diamonds 
to victory in 1900. The distance of the stake 
is one mile amd three-sixteenths and the 
record for the race is 2:01%, estabM#hed by 
James Arthur’s Fervor when he won thé 
stake in 1898. , 

Arthur will try to win the Independence 
this year with Bondage, winner of the Har- 
lern and Club Members’ handicaps. Bond- 
age is thought to be one of the best handi- 
cap horses in training on the western cir- 
cuit. Jack Young, winner of the Fair 
Grounds inaugural; Sambo, winner of the 
Kinloeh inaugural; Jordan, winner of the 
Delmar inaugural; Bugler, winner of the 
Mound City; Little Scout, winner of this 
year’s Montgomery handicap; Moharib, 
winner of the Kansas City derby, and Rain. 
land, winner of the Curmberland derby at 
Nashville, are among the best-known of the 
89 eligibles to the Independence. 


Worth $3000 
to Winner. 


The Junior championship to be run at the 
Fair Grounds next Saturday is the premier 
juvenile stake event of the local racing sea- 
son. It has $2000 added and will be worth 
over $3000 net to the winner. The late 
Charles G. Maffitt established the stake 
away back in 1895. Beau Ideal, Algol, Sam 
Phillips, Wyeth and Olefiant are some of 
the good ones that have annexed the Junior 
championship in their respective years. 

Algol holds the record for the ce while 
it was run at five and one-half furlongs, 
having stepped the distance in 1:8\%. Sam 
Phillips equaled Algol’s mark in 1899, with 
three pounds less weight up. Algol carried 
121 when he make the record. In 1900 the 
Gistance of the stake was increased to six 
furlongs and the evest has since been run 
over heavy tracks. Olefiant stepped the 
route in 1:18 in 19802, Wyeth in 1:20 In 1901 
and Mafalda in 1:16 last year.

Inability of Washington Park Club to Conduct Its Meeting 
Will Lessen the Power of Jockey Club—President 
Young’s Inconsistent Position. 


BY RICHARD D WALSH, 
The Post-Dispatch’s Turf Expert 
HH past two weeks were pregnant 
with occurrences which may have an 
important bearing on the future of 
horse racing in the West. 

The inability of Washington Park te con- 
duct its meeting for the full time allotted 
must be taken as a severe blow to the 
Western Jockey Club, It is also a body 
blow to the general racing interests of tue 
eountry, and especially to the thorough- 
bred breeding industry in the middle West. 

That Lawrence Young, president of the 
Western Jockey Club, and also president 
of the Washington Park Club, could not 
conduct what has long been known as the 
best meeting in America, not barring any 
around New York, does not speak highly 
for the prestige of the Western Jockey 
Club in its home, Chicago, or in the State 
of Illinois. : 

According to the laws of the two states, 
it is illegal to bet on races in Illinois and 
legal to bet on them in Missouri. Hence 
when Mr. Young presumed to operate 
Washington Park with a betting ring he 
was contravening the laws of his state and 
committing an illegal action. At the same 
time Mr. Young of the Western Jockey 
Club, operating a racetrack betting ring in 
defiance of the laws of Illinois, has been 
endeavoring to suppress the Union Jockey 
Club of St. Louls, a chartered organization, 
cperating a racetrack and betting ring un- 
der the laws of Missouri without violating 
the laws of the state in which the meeting 
is held. 

In effect President Young of the Weat- 
ern Jockey Club says to owners, trainers 
and jockeys: “‘You shall not run horses, 
train or ride them on any but a Wostern 
Jockey Club track. If you do otherwise, 
you will be outlawed and refused the priv- 
llege of running.on other Western Jockey 
Club tracks.” 


Union Club 
Kept Every Promise. 


Then, when owners ad trainers arsemble 
at Washington Park to race, Mr. Young is 
obliged to say: “Go away. I, tho president 
of the great Western Jockey Club cannot 
fulfill my promises to you; I cunnot give 
a race meeting without betting, and betting 
ig against the laws of Illinois. Go to Mis- 
sourl, where it is legal, but where the 
Union Jockey Club is illegal according to 
Western Jockey Club rules. Race in Mis- 
souri, but not at the Union Jockey Club.” 

Contrast with the piteous inability of 
the Western Jockey Club to give a race 
meeting at Washington Park when it 
had the pick of horses and riders in the 


West at the track, and everything in its 
favor, with the manner in which the 
Union Jockey Club, with nothing but 
right and the law of Missouri in its fa- 
vor, fulfilled its contracts with horse- 
men. The’Union Jockey Club did not 
make huge promises, but every promise 
it made was kept. [t-is opposed by the 
Western Juckey Club, but ran in spite 
of it, while Washington Park, the main 
prop of the: Western Jockey Club, could 
gy race 10 days. These facts are high- 
IY suggestive and speak for themselves. 
Mayor Harrison of Chicago, who pre- 
vented betting and thus closed un Wash- 
ington Park, aispoesd of the Western 
Jockey Club In Dlinois. It has no legal 
existence or powers now in that state. 
This being the case it seems scarcely

overn racing in Missouri, where betting 
s legal through legislative enactment, 

It is plain that the Western Jockey Club 
cannot govern or control racing in Ilinois, 
The legal authorities do that. Hence it 
Seems that in Missouri where racing is 
legal, that the state should th 
ernment of racing into its own as 
the state of New York did, to its great 
profit, and the good of the sport, years 


oO. 

“wt is instructive to followers of the sport 
of kings to contrast racing which flourishes 
under: state control in New York with rac- 
ing which languishes under Western Jockey 
Club centro] in Illinois. In the former stete 
racing is managed, fostered and protected 
by the commonwealth. It is legal. In 
Tllinois {it ig not protected by the state, is 
not legal and exists only at the will of the 
civil officers of the law. By a single word 
a mayor, sheriff or constable may stop 
racing in Illinois and teave the Western 
Jockey Club withaut an octupstion. 

In New York the laws of the state guar- 
antee race tracks the right to operate 
profitably and well, with a profit to the 
state and individual also, and greatly to 
the advantage of the sport. The state 
makes money from racing, which goes_to 
support fairs, and the individual makes 
money from purses, and the sport flourishes 
exceedingly. 

In Missouri the sport has legal existence, 
but is threatened with decay unless the 
state applies healthy New York methods 
towards its government. If Missouri law 
is good enough to otect racing, then 
Missouri men should be good enough to 
govern racing within the borders of their 
own state. 


Need of a 


State Commission. 

The earlier the day which sees a state 
racing commission appointed to govern 
the sport in Missourt, to see that every 
honest ‘owner and jockey has the right of 


persona] freedom, that ruinous boycotts 
are abolished, and that Illinois interlopers 
are given short shrift, the better for racing 
in the southwest. 

The utter inefficacy, unfairness and 
idiocy of the so-cailed “outlaw rule” of the 
Western Jockey Club Is shown up by re- 
cent occurrences in Buffalo. The Western 
Jockey rules say that any horses that 
race at a mow not reoognized by the 
Western Jockey Club shall be deemed out- 
lawed, that all owners of stitch horses, 
jockeys whe ride them, officials who judge, 
etc., shall be considered outlawed and that 
all horses that later may compete against 
tena outlawed horses shall so be out- 
aweél. 

U. Z. De Arman and: J. F. Daniels 
raced Lord Hermence, Gibe, Palm Reader 
and others at Union Park, an unrecognized 
meeting. White these horses were racing 
at Union, Judge J. A. Murphy was judging 
at the Fair rounds and Delmar tracka, 
which were running in opposition to Unton, 
The fact that these horses ran at Union 
barred them from running under Judge 
Murphy at the Fair Grounds. Three weeks 
ago Daniels and De Arman took their out- 
lawed horses to Buffalo to race under the 
beneficent laws of New York. Judge Mur 
yhy»s was presiding judge at Buffalo, but 
Loma Hermence. Palm Reader and other 
so-called “‘out'aw” horses raced under him. 
A strict interpretation of the Western 
Jockey club outlaw rvle would mean that 
Judge Murphy outlawed himself, and that 
every official, ae , owner and horse 
which raced at Buffalo would also bé out- 
lawed for competing with or against outlaw 
horses. 

Also the very racing plant and track 
should be outlawed by the Weastern 
Jockey Club for allowing outlawed horses 
to compete on : The justice of 
the Western Jockey Club rule which 
prohibits Daniels and De Arman from fac- 
ing under Judge Murphy on a wesiern 
track, but allows them to race under him 
on an eastern track, is apparent. If such 
a rule ts for the good of the turf, if such a 
rule is fair dealing and good sportsman- 
ship, then is “‘doping’’ a virtue and ‘“‘nob-

Mind? Charges 


Against Col.. Pitcher

HE ease of Lieuterant- 
Colonel William H. 
Pitecher,. who is 
charged with ‘‘cuon- 
duct’ unbecoming an 
officer and a gentle- 
man’’ in having jilted 
iss Carolina Harold, a clerk in the war 
dbpartment, a few days before the day 
set for their marriage, is the first in- 
stance on record in which the depart- 
ment has taken cognizance of an alleged 
failure by an army officer to keep a 
promise to wed. 
There have beén cases in which the 
war department ha’ taken a hand in 
‘ffairs of the heart, always.in a practi 
al way, but never before has it inter- 
‘red on just such grounds as are al- 
ged in the Pitcher case. 
The affair has aroused deep interest 
n and out of the army, not only on ac- 
‘ount of its unique features, but becaus> 
if the precedent that may be established 
-hrough the threatened court-martial. If 
Col. Pitcher is court-martialed and dis- 
missed, as powerful friends of Miss Har- 
old are determined he shall be, the result 
will prove to army officers that they 
must exercise twice the care in their love- 
making that is required of the civiiian 
citizen. Failure to keep their plighted 
roth will expose them not only to a 
breach-of-promise suit, but to dishonor- 
able dismiysal from the army besides, 
unless they can show good reasons for 
g their sacred word of honor. 


"It is for that reason and because of 


the fear that a decision adverse to Col. 
Pitcher may result in their being ha- 
tassed by women they may have had no 
atention of marrying that army officers

Mills, to whom the matter was referred, secured 
thé statement of Miss Harold, with the corrobo- 
rative evidence of her friends, and a promise from 
her that if a court-martial was ordered she would 
appear before it and tell her story. 

That was the essential feature needed to com- 
plete the case, for without her -testimony there 
could be no court-martial. Miss Harold’s 
friends were anxious to’ shield her as far as pos- 
sible, but when they. were told that unless she 
would éonsent to go on the stand there would be 
no way of reaching (ol. Pitcher they advised ber 
to do so, and she agreed. 

Col. Mills’ report of the facts, as they appeared 
from the statements of the partiés interested, 
was then referred to Judge Advocate-General 
Davis, with an inquiry as to whether they consti- 
tuted sufficient ground for a court-martial on the 
charge of “conduct unbecoming an officer anda 
gentleman.” Gen: Davis reported that they did. 
Col. Pitcher learned through the newspapers that 
the proceedings: had reached. this stage, and’ on 
Wednesday he telegraphed Secretary Taft, from 
his station at San Francisco, that he had mailed 
a more detailed statement of his side of the case, 
and he requested that no further action be taken

Secretary Taft had-the papers on his desk, and 
was just about to dispose of them when Col.
